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DETAILED ACTION 

The amendment filed on 5/19/08 has been received and, in response, a final 
rejection is set forth below. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 6 recites the limitation "said conductor" in line 2. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Pryce et al (GB 2292267) in view of Zoell et al (6478613) or Soyer et al (6530757).. 

IN re claim 1 , Pryce et al teaches a connection piece (12) for a fuel pump (6) 
comprising: a receiving device (2); a plug (12) arranged in the receiving device, the plug 
having electrical contacts (30, 38) for connecting a motor of the pump to a supply and

an integrally formed sealing lip (50) which seals the plug against the receiving device 
when fuel is conveyed through the fuel pump. Please note that the plug of Pryce is 
coated, but Pryce is silent to the material. Note that applicant has only claimed that the 
seal is one integral piece, applicant is not claiming that the seal is integral with anything. 

Zoell et al and Soyer et al teach a plug that is extrusion coated with plastic. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention was made to have coated the plug of Pryce with plastic as taught by Zoell and 
Soyer to protect the parts from the fuel. (Abstract Zoell) 

In re claim 2, element 20 of Pryce can be considered a bushing and can be 
considered in a region of the sealing lip. 

In re claims 3 and 5, the lip seal has a region (54) oriented toward the electrical 
contacts. 

IN re claim 4, see abstract. Pryce states that the lip seal can be compressed and 
is nitrile which is known elastic material. 

In re claim 6, Pryce teaches the receiving device (2) defining a recess (hole in 
which plug member 12 is fitted), the plastic (as modified) forming an edge around the 
plug which is received in the recess; and the sealing lip surrounding the recess on an 
inner side of the receiving device.

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-6 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
